After studying movies taken; care for such an injury properly. 
this fall of teen-age football The first thing to do is to get 


teams at practice and in games, 
we see that the average ball car- 
rier runs with too long a stride. 
This is bad because (a) it slows 
down, his starting time and (b) 
has a detrimental effect on his 
ability to change direction quick- 
ly and generally perform the man- 
oeuvres required of a good ball 
carrier. When the ball earrier 
starts with long strides he takes} 
considerably more time to get un- 
der way than he would if he took 
a series of short strides. The 
same principle as used by sprint- 
ers on the track should be used 
by the ball carrier when he is 
getting started.’ He should concen- 
trate on taking a series of from 
4 to 6 short steps, getting his feet 
on the ground as often as he can 
as he is getting under way. This 
enables him to get away faster 
and develops more momentum 
which, of course, is very impor- 
tant especially if he is going into 
the line. The coach who teaches 
his whole back-field to use short 
strides at the start of the play 
will find his plays getting away 
much faster. Such speed is espe- 
cially important in the “T” for- 
mation. After the ball carrier gets 
started he should continue to use} 
fairly short strides until he sees} 
the opening he is looking for. 
Then, once he is in the clear, he} 
can lengthen out. The reason it is | 
much better to use fairly short | 
strides until the open spaces are} 
reached is because the use of| 
short strides makes it possible for 
the ball carrier to change direc- 
tion much faster, to pivot tighter 
and in better balance and to gen- 
erally make the different moves 
he must make to avoid the de- 
fensive players and break through 
any opening.

the injured athlete in a comfor- 
table, sitting position. Don’t let 
him lie on his back. Next, make 
sure he does not blow his nose or 
do any hard sniffing. Tell him to 
relax and breathe through hie 
mouth, When the athlete is com- 
fortable apply ice or cold water 
to the back of the neck and to the 
bridge of the nose itself. This will 
shrink the blood vessels leading 
to the nose and slow down the 
bleeding. As the ice or cold water 
is being applied the nose should 
be compressed by holding it fairly 
tightly with the fingers. It should 
be held the same as you hold it 
when trying to keep out a bad 
smell, The nose should be gently 
Squeezed in this way for several 
minutes. 

If he feels O.K, the injured ath- 
lete can do the holding himself. 
If this bleeding does not stop af- 
ter a few minutes, make two 
plugs of gauze bandaging and 
soak them in either Peroxide or 
a mild solution of Codine and wa- 
ter. Then plug the nostrils of the 
athlete with these. Make sure the 
end of each plug sticks well out 
of the nostril. If this doesn’t do 


| the trick the best plan is to get 


the athlete to a doctor who will 
be able to stop the bleeding by 
using surgical methods. 

If, by chance, the nose bleed 
follows a hard blow on the head, 
it is best to check with the doc- 
tor right away as a nose bleed 
caused in such a way may mean 
more serious trouble. However, 
most nose bleeds are caused by 
the breaking of several small 
blood vessels inside the nose fol- 
lowing a blow on the nose or pick- 
ing with a sharp finger nail. The 
average nose bleed is nothing to 
worry about if treated with prop- 
er care.

Development of White Horse 
as Yukon capital planned 


OTTAWA.—The government has announced plans for 
development of White Horse as capital of the Yukon Terri- 
tory and hub of the Northwest, including bridging of the 
Yukon River and establishment of a $3,000,000 hospital on 


a new development site. 


Hon, Jean Lesage, Northern 
Affairs Minister, said cost of con- 
struction projects would be shared 
between the Federal Government 
and the Territorial Government of 
the Yukon, The Territorial Gov- 
ernment will consider final details 
shortly, If plans are approved, 
work will begin next year. 

A 300-foot bridge costing $750,- 
000 would be thrown across the 
Yukon River to open a new area 
east of White Horse, whose expan-

30 feet high on the east side of 
the river across from the city 
proper. Ultimately, as many as 
3,000 lots may be available. 


Mr. Lesage said the eFderal and 
Territorial Governments have al- 
ready agreed on division of cost 
for the hospital. Funds to meet the 
estimated $780,000 cost of servic- 
ing the new area will be loaned 
by the Federal Treasury and are 
expected to be recovered by pro- 
ceeds from sale of the initial 
group of lots. 

Geography and the pace of de- 
velopment have produced high 
land values in White Horse, While 
relatively cheap five miles from 
the city, a serviced lot in down- 
|town White Horse may cost ss
